tution in the world. 
11 has been held inviolate against attack; 


Ihe right of an American in that home has been unquestioned 
and undisturbed until the Eighteenth Amendment was passed. 
Then all law was set aside for the purpose of enforcement. 
There are those in this country who argue that because a rule 
is a part of the Constitution, every citizen should live up to it 
Tlie same should apply to enforcement officers. 
If the Con- 


stitution provides certain protections for,the citizens and the!(- 
homes, these, too, should be respected. A law is a mighty 
poor one that does not work both ways. 


Tnere are sections of New England where an enforcement 


officer will not search an automobile or grip without first secur- 
ing a permit from (he owner or one in charge, or by the legal 
method of a search warrant. There are others who do not 
show the same consideration. It is only a question of lime 


-when these latter-will be checked up by the citizens them- 
selves. Courts have repeatedly ruled that evidence secured 
illegally cannot be used in court. 
Let us all get back to the 


Constitution as it reads and as i! was intended no matter what 
our belief may be on any moral issue.
